Som etim es a m ere taxpayer who would not 
know the difference between a sound b ar­ 
rier. a w ater b arrier and one of those scaling 
walls they use for training infantrym en get 
to wondering about unity of the arm ed serv- 
d e s. 
It seem s that everything which turns sour 
about their struggle to keep pace with new 
developm ents is blam ed on their lack of un­ 
ity. but everything they do that is wonderful 
and successful is the result of their speciali­ 
zation. 
T axpayers were m ighty glad the Navy and 
the M arine Corps had specialized in deliver­ 
ing a lethal punch from the sea during World 
W ar ll: that the Arm y knew how to cover 
and hold ground once it had been put ashore: 
that the newly - specialized fly - boys had 
m astered the art of saturation bombing. 
A fter the w ar, the Army, Navy, the M a­ 
rines and the new* Air Corps all had their 
eye on the big new weapon — the A-bomb, 
which had been developed by still another 
agency, known as the M anhattan Project. 
It and the H-bomb, which cam e a little later, 
threw a w rench into m ilitary unification, be­ 
cause each group of specialists wanted to 
use the new weapons in a specialized way. 
Then cam e the still m ore stupendous pos­ 
sibilities of guided m issiles employed t h e 


principle of nuclear fission and fusion — and 
that was an even bigger wrench tossed into 
military' unification. Each group of specia­ 
lists had separate blueprints for the opera­ 
tional use of something that had not even 
been perfected Therefore, they set out to per­ 
fect it according to their separate specifica­ 
tions. 
It was exactly the sam e as it would have 
been if the gam e of basketball, which was 
develooed by a m an nam ed Naism ith, when 
turned over to the people who were going 
to play it. had been developed, instead, by 
the players. Each group would have had its 
own ideas about the shape of the ball B asket­ 
ball would have been a long tim e getting 
to the point w here it was of any use 
That is the only thing wrong with the gam e 
now — the tendency of specialists to keep 
trying to change it to suit their individual 
tastes. 
It is too late to start fresh with another 
M anhattan Project for guided m issiles, hut it 
is not too late for the people whose efforts 
are paid for by taxpayers to understand why 
they m ust get their heads together before 
they have to be bumped together by the 
citizens who pay the bills.

Thanks to the candor with which the P resi­ 
dent’s .illnesses have been described, 
the

The National Safety Council’s estim ate that 
highway traffic next year m ay be a thousand 
fatalities safer than this year shows the pos­ 
sibility of progress. 
F ailure to accent the fact that automobile 
transportation is growing safer year by year, 
relative to the total num ber of cars and their 
estim ated m ileage, has been a serious fault 
in the traffic safety cam paign. 
By stressing only the num ber of accidents 
and fatalities, safety experts have given cred­ 
ence to the im pression that conditions are 
steadily going from bad to worse. The con­ 


trary is true. 
Conditions are steadily going from bad to 
better, thanks to better highways, better cars, 
better drivers and better law enforcem ent 
Fatalities per IOO million m iles of highway 
travel have been decreasing. If it were pos­ 
sible to crack down suddenly and powerfully 
on the age group under 26 years, which 
causes a disproportionately large num ber of 
accidents, the bugaboo of highway danger 
could be routed. 
The fault in the under-26 group is bad 
judgm ent. The group which could be safest, 
because its m em bers have the best reflexes, 
is the most dangerous because its m em bers 
have the worst judgm ent. But the fault is 
not irreparable. As m ore and m ore young 
drivers are taught better driving practices, 
sensational im provem ent in highway safety 
should follow as a m atter of course.

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Council Adopts 
Legislation On 
Sewage Plant 


Wellsville Employes 
Attorney As Agent In 
Financing Measures 


Three pieces of legislation and a 
resolution in connection with the 
city’s sewage disposal plant a n d 
storm sewer relocation projects 
were adopted by Wellsville C i t y 
Council Tuesday night. 
Approved under suspension 
of 
rules, one authorized the Board of 
Control to hire Atty. Raymond 
Knepper as special fiscal agent 
for the city in the handling of the 
sale of bonds and notes for con­ 
struction of the plant. 
He will receive $1 for each $1 OOO 
of notes sold or resold but the total 
fee is not to exceed $700. H4 term 
will expire Oct. I, 1959. 
Also authorized was the sale of 
notes in anticipation of sale 
of 
$175,000 in g e n e r a l obligation 
bonds. The issue was adopted by 
voters at the Nov. 5 election. The 
notes will be payable 
semi-an­ 
nually. 
Notes sold on a $200,000 b o n d 
issue were for only four months. 
The Board of Control was per­ 
mitted to enter into a contract 
W'ith the Cleveland & Pittsburgh 
Railroad Co. and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. to install sewer lines 
under the firm s’ properties. 
The city will pay a flat fee of 
$3,200 for the rights-of-way, which 
are needed to run lines to the dis­ 
posal plant and in connection with 
the relocating of storm sewers at 
2nd St. and McQueen’s Run. 
The resolution permits M a y o r 
William J. Shoub to contract with 
the Army Corps of Engineers to 
purchase a pondage area for IO 
per cent of what the land at the 
lower end of McQueen’s Run cost 
the government. 
Mayor Shoub pointed out t h e 
engineers had to buy the ground to 
form a pondage area to be used in 
rase of floods. The engineers have 
offered to resell this land to the 
city for IO per cent of what it cost, 
which will amount to $3,000 at the 
most, he said. 
The city could use the space as 
it recreation area, he said. It would 
still have to be maintained as a 
pondage ardea. 
The city’s disposal plant is un­ 
der construction and the engineers 
are studying bids for relocating 
the storm sewers as the Stratton 
super-dam will raise the Ohio Riv­ 
er pool level at Wellsville. 
The storm sewer outfalls must, 
be raised above the new river lev-. 
el. The government will pay for 
the job, which has been estimated 
at about $600,000.

Tuesday, eight days after the 
onset of his illness, Eisenhower 
put in 74 hours at the White 
House.

Eisenhower turned up in his of­ 
fice at 8:16 a rn. He worked there 
for about 46 minutes, got in dur­ 
ing that period a brief confer­ 
ence with Adlai Stevenson, then 
went to the nearby Cabinet room 
to preside at a briefing of con­ 
gressional leaders of both parties 
of national defense and foreign 
policy problems. 
He stayed on at that conference 
for 90 minutes, went back to his 
office for about an hour, then re­ 
turned to the meeting. He was at 
the session a total of 24 hours. 
Then he knocked off 90 minutes
